A VICTORY FOR READING LIGHT 


FPC presiding judge rejects Boston 
Edison’s rate filings as unjust 


Federal Power Commission Presiding Administrative Law 
Judge Ernest O. Eisenberg in an initial decision on July 19th 
rejected a major portion of a $2.7 million lesale 
electric rate filing by Boston*Edison Company® of Boston, 
Mass., as excessive, unjustified and anticompetitive, and 
ordered refunds. The decision is subject to Federal Power 
Commission review. . 

The proceeding involves four separate filings or complaints 
consolidated for hearings which concluded in December of 
1971. The major issue in the proceeding, the decision said, was 
Edison's proposed new rate applicable to its all-requirements 
wholesale customers - Boston Gas Company, New england 
Power Company, and the Massachusetts Towns of Concord, 
Norwood, Reading, Wakefield, and Wellesley. That new rate 
represented an annual increase of $2,733,000, or 15.7 percent. 
The FPC suspended that increase for one day, until May 1, 
1970, when it went into effect subject to refund. 

‘The other three filings in the proceeding were a complaint by 
the Towns of Reading and Wakefield with regard to Edison's 
service; a protest by Boston Gas Company of Edison's 
proposal to terminate a special rate to it and a complaint 
against Edison by Norwood Municipal Light Department 
asking for an investigation of Edison's jurisdictional rates, 
alleging they are unlawful and discriminatory.

Judge Eisenberg said the record 
established that Edison has 
sustained certain increases in its 
costs of service, which although 
not as large as it has claimed, 
nevertheless warrant an increase 
in its rates to its all-requirements 
wholesale for resale to customers. 
He therefore directed Edison to 
file revised rates which will cover 
its costs of service, and at the 
same time eliminate those pricing 
provisions and terms determined 
to be unduly discriminatory and 
anticompetitive. Edison is to 
make refunds of excess amounts 
collected since May of 1970, with 8 
percent interest. 

Parties to this proceeding have 
30 days to file exceptions to today's 
decision. The Commission has 
another 10 days after that to in- 
itiate a review on its own Com- 
missionmotion. In the event no 
exceptions are filed and no Com- 
mission review is initiated, the 
decision will become final at the 
end of that 40-day period.

Told to close 
out-door beer parlor 


It has become almost a natural phenomen 
in Massachusetts - the gathering of young 
people in the evening, using autos as 
transportation, in some spot to do some 
more or less serious beer drinking. Most of 
the time there is only beer involved. Somie 
times there is hard liquor, or marijuana, or 
even heroin. Depending on the attitude of 
the young people the town fathers look at 
the assemblies in either a friendly or un- 
friendly fashion. 

Quiet assemblies’are ignored. Loud 
shouting is sometimes overlooked. Consis- 
tent noise, however, brings complaints, and 
complaints bring action 

Occasionally there are agreements, with 
some youngsters willing to sort of take 
charge of an area, and selectmen or others 
willing to let them try. Such an agreement 
was made a week ago by Selectmen of Bed- 
ford and some young people over there, 
cording to a story in last week's Reading 
Chronicle. The youngsters will do their 
drinking in an abandoned gravel pit, and the 
Bedford authorities won't bother them. 

Wilmington has several areas where such 
drinking goes on. The old Silver Lake 
railroad station area is one. Occasionally 
there are complaints about the drinking 
going on in the town beach areas, along 
Grove Avenue. Down on Main Street the 
Town Park area is another place. Last year 
there were reports that North Woburn drug 
users were “pushing” heroin there. Two 
Wilmington Policemen moved in and 
stopped that activity. ‘The latest on that 


was that the pushers went on to some place 
in Tewksbury. 

‘The North Wilmington parking lot was a 
place where beer drinkers, of both sexes, 
used to congregate in large numbers. 

Things got out of hand /a couple of years 
ago, and the town fathers had a crackdown 
on the part of the local police. 

Then a small group approached the 
selectmen, and said that they would try to 
to some self-policing, and the selectmen 
said in effect, go ahead. It worked, for a 
few weeks. Other groups began to move in. 

By last summer the North Wilmington 
parking lot had become a nightly congrega- 
tion of loud and boisterous individuals, 
some of whom seemed to think that they 
really could sing bass. The complaints 
began to flow 

Just about the time that action was due 
the North Wilmington crowd split up. Half 
of them, or more, went into a hide-away, up 
in the woods. Those who remained quieted 
down. 

‘The crowd that was in the woods was no 
secret. .A lot of people knew of the place. 
Some people were amused, some were 
otherwise. Basically speaking the young 
people were from the neighborhood, the 
Shady Lane Drive area of Wilmington. 
‘They did their drinking - the beer cans could 
be counted in the thousands, but they were 
relatively quiet, The ‘“‘out-door parlor” was 
halfway between Middlesex Avenue and 
Salem Street, off the Boston & Maine 
railroad bed.

In the past weeks there have been 
changes. Instead of being hidden discretely 
in the woods, carloads of youngsters have 
been parked along the B & M right-of-way. 
‘The noise factor has increased to a con- 
siderable degree. 

Perhaps these are new comers - not the 
original Shady Lane group. There were 
complaints to the Selectmen, by people who 
live in the Shady Lane area. 

Monday night the Board of Selectmen 
gave instructions to the Town Manager to 
close down the place. That should be the 
end of the story - but maybe it is only the 
beginning. 

1° The railroad right-of-way is private 
property, and there are no No Trespassing 
signs. That complicates matters. How can 
the Town Manager tell the police depart- 
ment to prevent trespassing in a place 
where there are no signs - and where ap- 


parently the B & M doesn’t care’if there is 
trespassing? 

2, The property where the “out-of-doors 
beer parlor’’ is happens also to be private 
property, and again there are no No 


ing signs. 

3. Suppose a couple of patrolmen could go 

up ina police cruiser and chase the kids out. 
Then, when the cruiser has left, the kids 
would probably return. It would be 
something like trying to chase away the 
waves, at the beach, unless there was an 
all-night watch, by the cops. 

Anyway, it sounds as though there might 
be some good sport, up off the old railroad 
tracks. If anyone wants to watch, just 
glance northerly from Middlesex Avenue in 
North Wilmington or southerly from Salem 
Street, any night, and more particularly on 
Friday or Saturday.

Perhaps the Bi irlington 
Water Rate Makes Sense 


A statement was made, in a discussion in 
Wilmington two weeks ago, to the effect 
that Wilmington and Tewksbury have the 
highest water rates in the state - except 
that North Reading, was still higher. 

That raises a question - What are the 
rates? 

Water rates are difficult to compare. 
‘Tewksbury, for instance, sells water by the 
gallon, and Wilmington by the cubic foot. 

One cubic foot is equal to 7.481 gallons, if 
anyone wants to know. 

Sells the first 48,000 gallons or 
less, for $48 a year. The second charge is 
for 52,000 gallons, at 50¢ per 1000 gallons. In 
other words $1 buys 1000 gallons, for the 
first $48, and then 1000 gallons costs a slight 
bit under 50¢. When the user is over 100,000 
gallons the rate becomes 35¢ per 1000. 

Wilmington has a more complicated 
schedule. Also it sells in cubic feet. The 
first 1500 cubic feet is at 50¢ per hundred, or 
$7.50 a quarter. That's a cheaper rate - it 
works out at 1496 gallons fora dollar, at the 
highest point. 

Never mind who made that statement -it 
really doesn’t matter. The point is that ina 
simple quick analysis the people of 
Tewksbery pay more than do the people in 

In both cases there is a descending rate, 
depending on use of water. In Wilmington, 
when an industry, for instance, has over 15,- 
000 cubic feet usage in a quarter the rate for 
1496 gallons is 38 cents. The price for the 
same amount of water, at its lowest rate, in 
Tewksbury, is 52¢ 

Wilmington’s water rate is going to be 
changed - to be increased. The Water Com- 
missioners don't know the amount of 
change yet, but it will come.

In other words in rge 
to home owners is about half of what it is in 


higher than in Wilmington. Interestingly 
enough, this column has been told that 
there are no commercial/industrial users 
who are unhapp# about the rates. 

At the lowest rate, in Tewksbury the 
charge is 35¢ for 1000 gallons. In Burlington 
there is no change - the price is 50¢ per 100 
gallons, In Wilmington the charge is about 
12¢ per 1000 gallons. * 

Perhaps there is a little common sense in 
the Burlington water rate. The Depart- 
ment of Public Works, it seems, does not 
have to permanently keep its hat in its 
hand, .to get money for needed im- 
provements.
